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GAGNE GREAT, BUT IS 
LUCE RIGHT? 
Sirs: 

I want to relate something 
that the Chicago promoter, Bob 
Luce, said on TV that disturbed 
me very much and is of some 
importance to the wrestling 
world as a whole. 

One Sunday afternoon on the 
wrestling hot line portion of 
Promoter  Luce's Wrestling 
Champions Show a fan called up 
and asked Mr. Luce if Verne 
Gagne would ever wrestle Dory 
Funk Jr. Pedro Morales, or 
Bruno Sammartino. Bob Luce 
answered saying there was no 
need for Gagne to wrestle them 
because Gagne is better than all 
of them. For the benefit of the 
people who don't know about 
the other champs, Mr. Luce gave 
a short explanation of the NWA 
and the WWWF and their title 
claimants. 

Mr. Luce then proceeded to 
back up his statement that Gagne 
is the very best. He said Funk 
was untested thus far. How can 
you say that about a man who 
has successfully defended his 
title for over two years. Bob 
Luce said Pedro is a good 
wrestler and Bruno is a strong 
wrestler but  Gagne 15 ап 
excellent wrestler. He claims that 
he has been in the business a long 
time and knew all these men 
when they were just starting out 
and he knows that Gagne could 
defeat them both. Luce 
continued saying when Gagne 
was the U.S. champ and Lou 
Thesz had the belt that they 
wrestled and Gagne won but 
somehow Thesz remained the 
world’s champion. He then 
added that they never met in a 
rematch because Thesz refused. 
Luce subtly implied that Thesz 
was chicken. Now for someone 
who has been the World's 
Champion 5 times, to be 
chicken. I find that highly 
unlikely. To add insult to injury, 
Luce concluded and I quote, 
“Fans, I am an authority on 
wrestling and believe me, the 
only real challengers Gagne has 
are Baron von Raschke and Ivan 


Koloff.”’ 

The prople should note that 
Raschke is due to wrestle Gagne 
on Luce’s card Saturday night 
and that Koloff will undoubtedly 
get his shot at Gagne on the next 
card. 

If this is how the rest of the 
A.W.A. promoters feel wrestling 
will never have one undisputed 
champion. 

Don’t get me wrong, I feel 
Gagne is a great wrestler, but 
until he defeats Funk and 
Morales he cannot be considered 
the greatest. If a promoter like 


Bob Luce can go around making: 


false statements about other 
wrestlers as he has done than 
what other things is he capable 
of. 

Mr. Luce’ remarks have 
disturbed me very much as I’m 
sure they will bother other fans.

But, 
Luce has a right to his opinion 
that Gagne is the top man, just as 
I have a right to my opinion that 
there is no top man but that 
Gagne, Funk, Morales, and 
Sammartino stand alone above 
all others. I could be wrong. Bob 
Luce could be wrong, but there 
is nothing wrong about either of 
us or anyone else expressing his 
opinion. 

Concerning Funk, I wouldn't 
call him untested, though that is 
a matter of degree. Certainly 
Funk hasn't met as many top 
challengers as Gagne, but then 
Funk has only been a champion 
for three years, while Gagne has 
been one for ten years. Before 


Dory Funk Jr. won the N.W.A. 
title, Gagne did defend the 
A.W.A. title against him, but that 
doesn't mean Gagne would beat 
him today if they met now. To 
be frank, there are many people 
who say that Jack Brisco is 
better than Funk. They make a 
strong case for it. But until he 
beats Dory, I don't rank him as 
one of the four best. 

Concerning the charge that- 
Lou Thesz dodged Gagne. Bob 
Luce didn’t make that charge up. 
The fact is that after Gagne gave 
Thesz several very tough battles 
in the early 1950's Verne was 
never able to get another N.W.A. 
title shot against Thesz ог 
subsequent champions Dick 
Hutton and Pat O’Connor. The 
whole basis for forming the 
A.W.A. was this fact. The A.W.A. 
promoters left the N.W.A. 
because they said that the 
N.W.A. would not force it: 
champion to give Verne Gagne 2 
well deserved title shot. I’m not 
saying Thesz wasn’t a great 
wrestler, but I don't know why 
Gagne, obviously a very 
legitimate challenger, was passed 
over for title shots time and time 
again in the late 1950's. And, 
there is nothing wrong with Luce 
saying that he thinks Baron von 
Raschke and Ivan Koloff are the 
two best heavyweight wrestlers 
besides Gagne. That 5 his 
opinion and he again may be 
right. Both Koloff and Raschke 
have done extremely well in 
wrestling, in fact, both have held 
World’s title claims, Koloff the 
W.W.W.F. and  Raschke the 
W.W.A., and maybe one of them 
will emerge as the top wrestler. 

There are many great wrestling 
stars and that is why I refuse to 
rank wrestlers in my 
publications. But I don't think 
that means I take issue with an 
expert who does put his opinion 
on the line. 

There is a growing movement 
for a world series of professional 
wrestling. We have proposed it 
several times in these pages and 
many promoters say that they _

Rowell, who is a regular 
contributor to this magazine, 
found that promotion of a 
successful wrestling card is not as 
easy as it looks to Ше 
uninformed. He has offered to 
share his experience with our 
readers and we thought that you 
would enjoy the other side of the 
promoter's coin for once. 


When the subject of the 
promotion of professional 
wrestling was broached, one 
middle-aged fan who was in the 
midst of cramming another hot 
dog into his already ample 
stomach put it, “Just give me 
some good rasslers an’ a ring and 
ГИ show 'em how it’s done!" 

The promotion of professional 
wrestling isn’t as easy as most 


fans think. It is a very risky- 


business in which a person could 
stand to lose a great deal of 
money of the card draws a small 
crowd. Promotion of a show 
involves taking a lot of time, 
effort, and most of al, 
expense — expense for television 
advertising, newspaper 
advertising, printing and 
distribution of advance sale 
tickets, printing and distribution 
of window posters, rent for the 
building and the ring; not to 
mention the expense of hiring 
the set-up men, guards, ushers, 
ticket sellers, ticket takers, arena 
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Brazil before the main event. 


magazine sellers, plus the state 
officials — the referee, the ring 
announcer, the timekeeper, the 
doctor; and last but certainly not 
least, the expenses of the 
wrestlers themselves. 

My wife Trish and I were 


recently involved іп the 
promotion of a professional 
wrestling card held а& the 


sparkling new Midland National 
Guard Armory, in Midland, 
Michigan. When the first steps 
were still in the planning stage, 
everything looked bright and we 
could foresee no hitches that 
would prevent the show from 
being a success. The wrestling 
show was held under the auspices 
of World Wide Sports, 
Incorporated. 

Bad news hit several weeks 
before the card was scheduled to

matches, plus what could prove 
to be the feud of the decade, a 


cage match pitting Dick the 
Bruiser and the Crusher vs. 
Lanza, Mulligan, and their 


explosive manager Pretty Boy 
Bobby Heenan. The 10-bout card 
was the first outdoor card held 
since the Comiskey Park outdoor 
card in 1970. 


The 12.000 fans who paid

$101,000.00, weren't 
disappointed, as the action was 
as fast and furious as could be 
found anywhere. Perfect 
weather, and an unobstructed 
view of the ring from any seat, 
contributed to the card's great 
success. 

The card, which came after a 
month of rest from regular 
shows, received plenty of 
advance publicity from local 
newspapers and television 
stations, and also called for the 
first press conference since 
Gorgeous George was released to 
the wrestling world in the 
1950’s. Present at the conference 
were such notables as Verne 
Gagne, AWA world heavy weight 
champion, Wilbur Snyder, 
Johnny Kace, Sam Menacker, 
wrestling announcer for 
television matches, Eddie Plique, 
long-time ring announcer at the 
Ampitheater (where regular cards 
are held—, Butcher Vachon, Dick 
the Bruiser, Bobby Heenan, 
Chicago promoter Bob Luce, 
plus assorted newspaper men, 
and television filming crews. But, 
the man who stole the show was 
the French giant, Andre 
Rousimoff, all 7'4", 416 pounds 
of him. Although Andre doesn’t 
speak English, he didn’t have to, 
as he caught everyone with their 














mouths open anyway. Опе 
Chicago reporter said that *'his 
glass of beer resembles a 
mouthwash cup in a catcher's 
mit. At the conclusion of the 
conference, Dick the Bruiser 
made а humerous closing 
comment: “I’ve got to fly to 
Milwaukee and catch a street 
fight." 

Bobby Heenan, demanding 
equal time, was co-host with Bob 
Luce for the last ten weeks to 
the spectacular, on the live 
segments of his wrestling show 
on television in the Chicago area. 
Making derogatory remarks 
about Bruiser апа Crusher, 
Heenan concentrated his verbal 
abuse towards former world 
heavyweight boxing champion, 
Jersey Joe Walcott, who was 
flown in from New York 
especially for this match. The 
reason for using Walcott as 
referee was to attempt to keep a 
semblance of order during the 
match. As in many other 
chapters ofthe two teams’ feud, 
the ending was a disqualification 
for one team, or disqualification 
of both. Even the ring steps were 
used as a weapon in one brawl. A 
main reason for the intensity of 
the feud has been the injuring of 
Lanza’s leg, which was in a cast 
for several weeks as the result of

The Spoiler had won 
another bout. · The referee 
signaled that the match was over 
but The Spoiler either was not 
listening or just flatly refused to 
remove the Claw from his victim. 
The referee threatened to 
disqualify him, so this brought in 
Lou Albano, the manager of The 
Spoiler. He explained to the 
referee he would get the Claw 
removes. He tried to pry the 
Claw loose but failed. Lou tried 
to explain the difficulty but the 
referee would have none of it. He 
gave Albano ten seconds to have 
The Spoiler remove the deadly 
Claw ог else. Remarkably, 
Albano managed to get the Claw 
removed. The opponent was out 
cold. 

Back in their dressing room 
The Spoiler and Lou Albano 
were ecstatic. Another victory 
for them. Lou Albano was rather 
indignant over the fact that the 
referee wanted to disqualify his 
Spoiler. “Не just does not 
understand. The Claw by The 
Spoiler 15 the most deadly 
submission hold in all of 
wrestling. Once it is applies it 
cannot be removed so easily. The 
Spoiler goes into a trance and is 
in another world. I have to speak 
to him softly and say certain 
things. I must get through to 
him. It is the only way to get the 
Claw removed.” 

Lou Albano is most proud of 
his new protege, The Spoiler. He 
feels he is the wrestler who will 
become the new champion of the 
| WWWF. The Spoiler had cut

: 24 champion Pedro Morales. “The | 
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Spoiler is different from any 
wrestler I have ever managed. He 
could very well be the very best. 
His Claw is the very best in 
wrestling. He'll have the title in 
no time." 

The Spoiler hails from Texas. 
Everything is big in Texas and 
The Spoiler is no exception, at 6 
feet 5 inches tall and 280 
pounds, in a well-muscled body. 
Sporting a well-trimmed beard, 
he has a splendid wardrobe of 
costumes to wear in the ring. On 
his right hand we wears a black 
leather glove, with the fingers 
removed. 

The Spoiler . has been a 
professional wrestler for eighteen 


years. He  wrestled in the 
amateurs апа іп college. 
Promoter Ed McLemore 


discovered him and got him 
interested in turning to the pro 


ranks. His first match, which 


took place in Texas, was against 
seasoned veteran Danny 
McShane. “Т remember that 
night. I did not know who my 
opponent was until I arrived at 
the arena. Imagine my very first 
bout and Danny McShane, one 
of the top wrestlers of the time, 
my opponent. He was really 
tough, but I got rougher and 
won." 

The Spoiler is a much traveled 
wrestler. He has been to just 
about every territory in the 
States. He has been to England, 
Japan, Australia twice. He enjoys 
being in the southern areas with 
Texas his favorite. 

Winning is most important to 
The Spoiler. Perhaps the most 
important thing in wrestling. “1 
must win. After all, who ever 
hears about losers? Winning 
means everything. A winner gets 
top money, top bouts against the 
very best. А winner becomes in 
great demand, by the top 
promoters. The Spoiler is a 
winner.”’ 

To prove his point he has 
beaten such wrestling stars as 
Cowboy Bill Watts, Fritz Von 
Erich, Red Bastien, Chief Wahoo 
McDaniel. He took the North 
American Heavyweight 
Championship from Bill Watts, 
the American Heavyweight 
Championship from Wahoo 
McDaniel. He also was co-holder 
of the Canadian Open Tag Team 
Championship, plus other 
territorial titles through the 
years. 

One of the biggest feuds in 
Texas was between Fritz Von

Erich and The Spoiler. It was the 
battle of the claws. Fritz Von 
Erich has been called the King of 
the Claw through the years. The 
Spoiler disagreed. Their series of 
matches settled nothing. Each 
won a few, but the rest ended in 
draws or double  disquali- 
fications. The Spoiler claims to 
be better than Fritz in having the 
better Claw. “Гт better and I 
think I proved it. After all, he 
had the bigger reputation with 
his famous Claw and after our 
matches we were even. So in 
actuality I came out of it all the 
better man. Of course, I think 
my Claw is better than his, which 
makes mine the best there is." 
The Claw is not the only 
weapon in The Spoiler's vast 
arsenal. He is very adept at using 
the Kneedrop. One of his best 
maneuvers is climbing to the top 
turnbuckle and leaping off of it 
with his knee crashing down 
upon his opponent’s throat, back 
or chest. This easily brings him a 
victory. Another is holding on to 
the top rope and driving his 
knees or feet into the body of an 
opponent in a softening up 
process which usually brings him 


victory with his 
Kneedrop or Claw. 

Another pet maneuver of The 
Spoiler is placing a foot on the 
middle strand of rope and 
coming down with an elbow 
smash intd the neck or head of 
an opponent. This is yet another 
part of his softening up process. 

The Spoiler's Claw has been 
deemed so devious and vicious it 
has been outlawed from 
television. This is done by 
placing a giant white “Х” across 
the TV screen. It is removed 
when the match is ended or the 
dreaded Claw is not being 
applied. 

Lou Albano does not care 
whether The Claw is not seen on 
the TV screen. “At first I did not 
like it but this sort of blackout 
makes Тһе Claw more 
mysterious as well as The 
Spoiler. I’ve heard young fans 
got scored watching The Claw 
and old ladies became nauseated 
watching it. Perhaps this had 
something to do with the 
blackout.”’ 

When The Spoiler appeared in 
Texas he wore a mask. He had 
worn a mask as The Spoiler the

last few years and had done very 
well. Yet, many top-notch 
wrestlers refused to meet him 
because under that mask they 
feared he was an old opponent 
seeking revenge against them. 
Finally in disgust he removed the 
mask to face these wrestlers. 

Another reason was when Lou 
Albano approached The Spoiler 
to manage him he knew he could 
not wear a mask in New York 
State. Which meant he could not 
get a crack at Pedro Morales' title 
in Madison Square Garden 
wearing his mask because of a 
state law against masked 
wrestlers. | 

In late July The Spoiler finally 
received his chance against Pedro 
Morales at the Garden. Pedro 
started out very fast, getting the 
upper hand quickly. Usually 
Pedro is a slow starter. Pedro had 
The Spoiler reeling from punches 
and he was mad and frustrated. 
It became a see-saw battle. Each 
wrestler took turns getting the 
upper hand. Then in the last part 
of the match Тһе Spoiler 
managed to give Pedro his Claw. 
Things looked bad for Pedro. He 
looked like a goner. Pedro was in 
pain and got to his feet. Then 
Pedro became the very first 
wrestler to get out of the vicious 
Claw. Still clamped in this hold, 
Pedro hoisted The Spoiler in the 
air and brought him down across 
his knee, in a spine breaker. This 
spelled finish for The Spoiler as 
Pedro fought back and used his 
pet finisher, the Flying Body 
Press, to win the match. 

Lou Albano was far from a 
defeated manager after the 
match. He felt this was not the 
end of The Spoiler’s drive to win 
the title. ‘‘Morales was plain 
lucky. Morales was the first to 
get out of The Claw but it won't 
happen again. The next time 
they meet and take my word for 
it they will, Morales will be the 
ex-champion. The next time you 
read about The Spoiler he will be 
the champion. Whatever Lou 
Albano promises he delivers and 
I promised The Spoiler he will be 
king. It will happen." 

The Spoiler felt far from 
frustrated at his first 
unsuccessful attempt against 
Pedro Morales. He was very 
confident. “Morales will not get 
awat from me again. I know his 
style now. I have a few more 
surprises in store for Pedro 
Morales when we meet again. ГЇЇ 
be champion when we do.”

There have been many top tag 
team wrestling  conbinations 
throughout the years, such as 
The Vachons, the Basteins, and 
the Grahams that have enabled 
tag team wrestling to thrive, but 
today wrestling for the Grand 
Prix Promotion in Canada there 
is perhaps the greatest tag team 
combination ever to appear 
together anywhere in a ring, 
Edouard Carpentier and Yvon 
Robert, Jr. 

Edouard Carpentier has been 
wrestling professionally for 
fifteen years and in this time this 
living legend has won almost 


every major title. Не has 
succeeded in capturing the 
Canadian Heavyweight 
Championship, the European 


Heavyweight Championship, the 
A.W.A. Heavyweight Title, the 
Grand Prix Championship, plus 
scores of local and regional titles 
in every area throughout the 
United States, Canada and in 
many foreign countries. 

Edouard in the ring is a man 
of perpetual motion, relying 
heavily on his acrobatic skills 
which have earned him the 


nickname the  ''Flying 
Frenchman," But don't get the 
impression that Edouard doesn't 
know how to wrestle. He can go 
at it with the best of them and 
his numerous battles with such 
top stars as Killer Kowalski, Mad 
Dog Vachon, Fred Blassie and 
Verne Gagne prove this point. 
After fifteen years on the mat, 
the “Flying Frenchman” has not 
lost his magnetic touch one bit as 
he still continues to rack up 
impressive victories over all of 


the top stars wherever һе 
appears. 
However, Edouard has been 


searching for someone to help 
him challenge the likes of the 
Vachons, and the Blonds: Dale 
Roberts and Gerry Brown, and at 
first he called upon his fellow 
countryman, Jean Ferre, to help 
him. Together Carpentier and 
Ferre proved to be a fantastic 
team but due to the numerous 
individual commitments, Ferre 
was unable to keep up his 
partnership with Carpentier. 
Edouard once again continued 
his search for a capable tag 
partner and it was only fitting 













that this “living legend" would 
choose Yvon Robert, Jr., the son 
of the greatest wrestler in 
Canadian history, Yvon Robert, 
Sr. Seeing Yvon іп action 
Edouard knew that he had found 
the kind of partner that he had 
been looking for. “Yvon is the 
best partner that anyone could 
have," Edouard recently stated. 
"He is big and strong and 
without a doubt an extremely 
capable wrestler. I am very proud 
to have him in my corner." 

Edouard and Yvon trained 
together for many long, hard 
hours in the gym, perfecting 
their team style. To this day 
Edouard and Yvon stress the 
importance of their frequent 
workouts. “We train together 
constantly," Edouard stated. 
“We do а lot of road work besides 
working out with weights and 
swimming when we сап.” 

"The only way to work 
effectively as a team and to 
defeat the likes of these guys is 
to train," Yvon Jr. chimed in. 
"And this we do quite often. We 
make sure that we go to the gym 
at least three or four times a 
week and there Edouard, the 
"Giant," (Ferre), and I work out 
together,  perfecting our 
teamwork and preparing 


ourselves for the ring." 

Watching this team in action it 
is evident that they have their 
teamwork down to a science. 
Using their quick tag offs and 
takedowns, they often times 
leave their opposition 
bewildered. Within a matter of 
months the combination of 
Yvon’s strength and Edouard’s 
lightening speed quickly moved 
them into top contention for the 
Grand Prix tag team title held by 
the Blonds from Hollywood, 
Dale Roberts and Gerry Brown. 

Edouard and Yvon Jr. had 
eagerly ‘awaited a match with the 
Blonds for quite some time but 
the Blonds had refused to put 
their title on the line. However, 
after some pressure from the 
Commission, the match was 
signed for the Montreal Forum. 
On the night of the match, 
Edouard stated, “1 hope that 
tonight will Бе our night. For 
one year he have teamed

together and we have never lost a 
match. We have a good 
combination because I am fast 
and he is real strong. Yvon’s a 
different kind of wrestler than I 
am. His style if similar to the 
style that his father had. He is 
very big, strong, and rough and 
together I feel that our two 
styles make a perfect team. 
Tonight we hope to capture the 
tag team title." 

From. the minute that this 
popular duo stepped into the 
rng, they seemed intent upon 
capturing the coveted Grand Prix 
tag team title. As the Blonds 
made their entry into the arena 
they were immediately met by a 
chorus of boos louder than 
anything that has ever greeted a 
tag team in the historic Montreal 
Forum. Dale Roberts and Gerry 
Brown took their usual amount 
of time in disrobing prior to the 
match while Edouard and Yvon 
waited patiently for the bell to 
ring. 
After finishing their ritual of 
removing their sequin jackets and 
big sunglasses the Blonds were 
ready, but so were Edouard and 
Yvon. This popular duo came 
charging from the corner and 
unleashed а furious attack, 
sending the Blonds flying from 
the ring and begging for mercy. 
Yvon and Edouard continued 
their assualt on Roberts and 
Brown and so completely baffled 
their opposition that within 
minutes Edouard’s cartwheels 
and  Yvon's strength had 
conbined to capture the first fall. 
Yvon and Edouard jumped for 
joy while the Blonds were 
furious, fearing the loss of their 
tag team belts. 

At the start of the second fall 
Yvon quickly ran out of his 
corner intent upon ending the 
match right away. Brown and 
Roberts, however, managed to 
lure Yvon into their corner and 
there the Blonds began to work 
over Yvon, repeatedly punching 


and kicking his face and body. | 
Edouard, upon seeing this, | 
quickly ran over to help out his | 


partner. Once in the Blond's 


corner, Edouard managed to free | 


Yvon, sending Roberts апа 


Brown flying from the ring. Аз Y 5 


Gerry Brown climbed back into 
the ring, he was immediately met 
by a Carpentier drop kick which 
sent him sprawling to the mat. 
Dale Roberts then ran to his 
partner's aid and he was quickly 
met by a Carpentier mule kick, 
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sending him flying to the mat. 
Yvon Robert Jr. then ran in and 
with Carpentier, continued the 


assualt on the Blonds. Carpentier. 
retreated to his corner and 
quickly Roberts and Brown 
ganged up on Yvon Robert Jr. 

Gerry Brown pulled a foreign 
object from his trunks and 
handed it to Roberts who 
immediately pounded it into 
Yvon's skull stunning the 
popular star. Brown with a quick 
tag off immediately ran into the 
rng and there pinned the 
stunned Yvon. Тһе Blonds 
struted around the ring, 
proclaiming themselves as the 
greatest as Yvon lay sprawled out 
on the mat. 

Upon regaining his senses, 
Yvon, together with Edouard, 
went wild. Seeing the strutting 
Blonds, Carpentier and Robert 
Jr. immediately went after them, 
repeatedly dropkicking them to 
the mat. Edouard and Yvon 
grabbed Roberts and Brown by 
their bleached blond hair and 
upon exchanging signals, 
Edouard and Yvon knocked the 
heads of the Blonds together, 
sending them to the mat. 
Edouard them repeatedly began 
to sommersault around the ring 
landing first on Roberts and then 
on Brown. The referees warned 
the “Flying Frenchman” and 
Yvon to get back to their corner 
but Carpentier and Robert Jr. 
were intent upon getting the 
Blonds and punishing them for 
what they had done. Carpentier 
and Yvon Jr. however, continued 
their assault on the stricken 
Blonds and the referees had no 
recourse but to disqualify the 
popular duo and awarding the 
match to the Blonds. 

With this defeat, Edouard 

Carpentier and Yvon Robert, Jr. 
were disappointed but yet they 
were satisfied with their showing 
against the Blonds. *Just give us 
one more chance against the 
Blonds," Yvon states. “1 want to 
get that Roberts and Next time I 
know that we will come out with 
those belts. Even though we lost 
by disqualification, I know the 
next time they won't get away so 
easy." 
With their skill and 
determination, Edouard 
Carpentier and Yvon Robert Jr. 
should capture the Grand Prix 
tag team title in the near future 
and barring any mishaps this 
team should remain on top for 
many many years.

In every professional sport 
there are athletes representing 
their chosen game who stand 
head and shoulders above their 
teammates or single adversaries. 
They may be in a posrt such as 
boxing, tennis or in the case of 
this article, wrestling. 

Some men possess fantastic 
speed and strength, others are 
noted for endurance and 
courage; then there are the ones 
who possess that certain 
something that is box office 
magic, showmanship! 

When you have two athletes 
who have a combination of body 
beautifuls, exciting all-in 
wrestling style, colourful ring 
attire, plus an ability never to be 
at a loss for words, either on 
camers, so the saying goes, or 
off. You have the makings of 
two very sensational wrestlers; 
they are the sensational Fargo 
Brothers, Donny and Johnny, 


the Mister Americas of the Mat. 


Many fans will remember the 
original team of the Fabulous 
Fargos back in the early Fifties 
through to 1960. Jackie and 
Donny. They were a household 
word in their hey-day and 
wrestled in every major sports 
arena across the country. They 


were the bleached blonds of the’ 


mat, the wonder boys of 
wrestling. They brought the 
game back to the old Garden in 
1957, drawing a capacity house 
of 21,000 people and a gate of 
$61,000.00. They were hot and 
they loved being in the limelight. 
Then, in 1960, in New York, 
they ran into serious trouble 
with the Argentina Rocca and 
Miguel Perez. They were 
consequently suspended

indefinetly in New York State 
and many other States upheld 
the suspension as well. 

Jackie had saved a lot and 
money and quit wrestling shortly 
afterwards and went into the 
night club business as well as 
becoming a disc. jockey. The 
name Fargo was not allowed to 
appear any longer and Donny 
subsequently donned a mask and 
wrestled under a pseudonym in 
order to continue earning a living 
as a wrestler. Then he chucked 
his mask, got another partner 
and they wrestled down in Texas 
as the Daltons and did very 
well for about three years. The 
Daltons sold out houses and got 
people nervous. They weré a big 
thing. During this time he and his 
partner also became the World 
Tag Team Champions. All this 
time. the fans never knew he was 
a Fargo, not even the promoters 
or the commissioners. They 
fooled everybody. Then there 
was another lull. Donny next 
came into the wrestling limelight 
when һе grew long hair, 
sideburns and a beard and as Jack 
Dillinger wrestled as one half of a 
new team known as the Chain 
Gang and did equally well for 
himself, But tragedy struck. His 
partner was shot by an insane fan 
and consequently could never 
wrestle again. During those years 
the name Fargo was still under 
suspension, 

However, there was a younger 
brother named Johnny who was 
trying to break into professional 
wrestling. He had done very well 
as an amateur, but on turning 
pro, ran into some promotional 
hassles due to his incredible 
resemblence to the great Johnny 
Valentine. Promoters insisted he 
wrestle under fictictious names 
such as Greg Valentine, Johnny's

Men such 
as Jack Brisco, Bob Roop, Eddie 
Graham and Boris Malenko plus 
an assortment of other top stars 
have enabled the area to thrive as 
one of the foremost wrestling 
centers. Recently, however, Paul 
Jones a relatively new face, has 
invaded the area and like a 
Florida hurricane, Jones has 
literally destroyed all of the top 
opposition put in his path, 
including the Florida hero 
himself, Jack Brisco. In fact, 
within a short period of time, 
Paul Jones has succeeded in 
capturing the Florida 
Heavyweight Title, The Brass 
Knuckles Title, and also the TV 
Championship, which is quite an 
accomplishment for any wrestler. 

Paul Jones began his 
professional career in 1964 and 
since that time this grappler from 
Houston, Texas, has created 
quite a stir. “I started in my 
hometown,” Jones recalls. 
“Morris Segal, the promoter 
there was the person who gave 
me my first break in the 
profession and I owe a debt of 
gratitude to this man. When I 
was growing up I always wanted 
to pursue a wrestling career. In 
fact, I always was a top-notch 
athlete. I’ve boxed in the Golden 
Gloves, Гуе participated in 
football and I’ve wrestled in the 
amateurs. This early background 
laid the groundwork for my 
professional mat career. After 
training and preparing myself for 
the ring, I turned professional 
and in my first match I was 
pitted against the very tough 
veteran, dangerous Danny 
McShane. I surprised myself and 
I came out on top and I have 
been coming out on top ever 
since." 

Since his early beginning in 
the sport, Paul Jones has proven 
to be quite a successful wrestler, 
winning numerous titles in every 
area in which he has appeared. 
Jones has succeeded in capturing 
the Northwest Heavyweight 
Championship belt, the Texas 
State Title, the Oklahoma 
Championship and also various 
tag team titles with Nelson Royal 
in the Carolinas. Jones feels that

his mastery of Karate has helped 
him greatly in winning these 
titles. “1 studied the basics of 
Karate under Professor Pak Song 
and since my learning it, I feel 
that I have really come a long 
way. He has helped me 
tremendously and I kinda think 
of myself as an expert in Karate 
now. Besides the Professor, I also 
credit the late great Indian, Don 
Eagle, who taught me the Indian 
Death Lock a couple of years 
back, in Canada, as giving my 
career a big boost. The Indian 
Death Lock is a very painful hold 
and it has proven to be quite 
successful for me. In fact, I have 
defeated Jack Brisco with it on 
several occasions." 

Jones at first wrestled strictly 
by the books and was considered 
the darling of the fans. He 
teamed with Nelson Royal and 
this popular duo proved to be 
quite successful throughout the 
Virginia-Carolina area. Soon, 
however, a change came over 
Jones. *I wrestled scientifically 
but I felt that this wasn’t what I 
really wanted," Jones stated. 
“Right now, I am making more 
money and I am the number one 
wrestler in the world besides. I’d 
rather have the difference in 
money than having to sign 
autographs, shake hands, and kiss 
babies every night, The top 
dollar foes to the winner and in 
order to walk out a winner every 
night you have to develop your

own style and this is what I have 
done. The success that I have 
achieved since I have changed my 
style has doubles my salary 
besides gaining more recognition 
for me." 

Before heading towards 
Florida, Jones was considered a 
good wrestler but since he has 
been in the Sunshine State, he 
has definitely proven to be one 
of the top wrestlers in the world. 
"At first they took me lightly, 
but soon after I started to beat 
some of their so-called starts I 
began to earn some recognition. 
When I was matches against Jack 
Brisco, the idol here, I was 
considered the underdog, but 
after I defeated him people 
finally woke up and took notice 
of me. I have beaten Jack Brisco 
for the Florida Heavyweight Belt 
and I've also won the TV 
Championship here. In fact, I 
defeated Bob Roop, Hiro 
Matsuda and Boris Malenko all in 
the same night in a tournament 
to win this TV title. I had no use 
for this title however, and after 
getting my name engraved on it I 
wanted to give it to Jack Brisco. 
I felt like being generous but 
Brisco didn’t want to take the 
title off my hands. Well one 
Sunday I went down to Tampa 
Bay and there I threw it off a 
pier into the water. Now they are 
having a tournament to 
determine who will be the

To watch the Fargos 
in pre-bout action is like taking a 
look back into the past at such 
greats as The Gallagher Brothers, 
Gorgeous George or Nature Boy 
Buddy Rogers. 

They make a production out 
of such a simple thing as takin 
off their jackets, but the crow 
loves it. They methodically fold 
them all the while sneering at 
their audience and undoubtedly 
imitating their opponents. Next, 
they take turns rubbing baby oil 
onto one another's shoulders and 
arms. Finally, they remove their 
Tag Team Championship Belts 
and dismiss their second away in 
an alert manner. Once the bell 
rings, however, they аге all 
business and work together wfth 
a precision that is a thing of 
beauty to behold. They tag 
constantly, thereby keeping their 
opponents off balance and 
confused, their speed and timing 
is fantastic. 

The  Fargos аге currently 
wowing fans and  selling-out 
houses in Montreal, Upper New 
York State, Pittsburgh, all 
through Ohio and West Virginia. 
Their main ambition right now is

Contrary to public opinion, 
American hasn’t got a monopoly 
on mat meanness. Right here in 
New Zealand we have our share 
of rowdy ‘“‘tough guys" who 
would rival the old “Riot 
Squad" — The Duseks of Omaha. 
Indeed, those who rule the mats 
of Australia and New Zealand do 
so with a vicious savageness that 
has few equals anywhere. It is 
the opinion here that these 
fellows can cope with the best 
America has to offer. 

In any ring in any part of the 
South Pacific, the ruggedness of 
*Wild" Don Scott is only too 
well known. Although not a 
full-fledged heavyweight, Don 
often wrestles men who 
outweigh him by many pounds, 
and has been “boss’’ of the 
Junior Heavyweight division for 
many years. His great ambition is 
to meet Danny Hodge and all the 
leading .junior heavies when he 
finally makes his proposed trip 
to the United States. In the 
meantime Don has high hopes 
that some of the smaller 
American boys will soon be seen 
in these rings. And with Jim 
Barnett co-promoting here now, 
there is every possibility that this 
will eventuate. 

“Let them come to the hills 
and dales of New Zealand and I'll 
make them wish they had never 
crossed the Pacific," says Don 
Scott. “Ме wrestle here within 
the rules. Maybe I bend them 
slightly, but, in the ring, I'll show 
the tough guys of America what 
it’s like to be in a foreign

country." 

Stocky, power-packed, with 
considerable experience outside 
New Zealand, “Wild”? Don has 
had his share of disqualifications 
as he wages his own silent war 
against the other “tough guys" 
who dare to meet him in the 
ring. He uses а ''backbreaker" 
and dreaded  *backdrop" to 
smash down the defences of his 
ring rivals. 


Many visiting American 
heavyweight villains in New 
Zealand in recent years have 


been amazed at the mat antics of 
our man of iron. As soom as Don 
takes the ring the dressing rooms 
are immediately cleared. The 
wrestlers go back to the hall to 
snatch a glimpse and maybe learn 
a few new tricks for their own 
repertories. Art: Neilson, Tarzan 
Tyler, Big Bad John, Sweet 
Daddy Siki and Tiger Jeet Singh 
have all been impressed with 
Don’s ability on the mat, and the 
famous American Destroyer was 
so impressed he wanted to take 
Don back to the States with him.

Don is a tireless gym worker, 
and when not traveling the 
length and breadth of New 
Zealand he сап be found 
schooling the amateurs and 
working out with the weights at 
his local gym. He also loves to fit 
in a game of golf whenever 
possible. He finds this helps him 
relax and take his mind off the 
opposition he has to meet in the 
ring. 

On weekends, Don loves to 
spend as much time as possible 
with his charming wife and 
young son and baby daughter. 
Don, Jr., already knows several 
wrestling moves and looks to be 
following in his dad’s footsteps. 

Veteran of over 1500 
professional contests, Don can 
lay claim to being Australia's 

most experienced grappler. He is 
right at the peak of an illustrious 
career. 

Recently arrived in New 
Zealand was Mexican star Manuel 
Gonzales, who arrived inheralded

him, Manuel claimed to be the 
light-heavyweight champion of 


the world and stopped off in. 


New Zealand on the course of a 
world's tour. “Wild” Don was 
quick to accept the challenge, 
and a huge crowd turned out to 
witness а great match. Не 
defeated the tough Mexican 
veteran in the hardest fight of his 
long career. Wild Don was elated 
at his great victory, while the 
Mexican sat dejected and crying 
in the center of the ring. Scott 
showed the stuff that champions 
are made of, when in the seventh 
round, he felled the Mexican 
with a heavy dump to snatch the 
final pin-fall. | 

For many years “Wild” Don 
has been associated with 
beautiful girls as he is owner of 
one of New Zealand's flourishing 
nite-clubs. Don's club has a fine 
reputation and is free from 
hoodlums апа troublemakers. 
His ring reputation and wrestling 
prowess have made him a public 
hero. Would-be thugs think twice 
before causing any trouble when 
"Wild" Don is around. 

One of the sport's great 
travellers, Don often hops in his 
car after a match and travels all 
through the night to appear at 
another venue the following 
night. He fears no man, and puts 
his New Zealand crown on the 
line at every possibly 
opportunity. 

One of the great highlights of 
his career was the tour of New 
Zealand with the American 
Destroyer. Don worked out with 
the Destroyer on many occasions 
and has nothing but praise for 
the famous American masked 
man. “Не has taught me more in 
the gym in a few weeks, than I've 
learned in twenty years of 
grappling," said the wild one.

Zealand Champion since 1965 
when Tommy York retired after 
suffering a serious back injury. 
Don won a huge elimination 
tournament and received the 
New Zealand title belt, and has 
successfully defended the crown 
against all comers.

Joe was out to the 
world as the “Wild” Scott was 
led protesting to his dressing 


room. He was severely 
reprimanded by the Chief of 
Police for his outrageous 


behavious in the ring." 

As a preliminary to the Pat 
O’Connor-John DeSilva contest a 
few years ago, Scott received the 
following write up: “But if 
O’Connor and DaSilva weren’t 
acting, tag team fighterWild Don 
Scott certainly was. His 
performance in fact was one of 
the finest in the long dramatic 


tradition of “His Magesty’s 
Theatre." Teaming with Dave 
Henderson in ап affair for 


roughians against Joe Andrews 
and Alan Wendt, Scott matched 
Sir Laurence Olivier in registering 
passion and pain, despair and 
delight, horror and hate."

The  dazzling comeback of 
likeable Chief White Owl after an 
auto accident halted his career 
for a six week period. The Chief 
is back meeting  startled 
opponents with his vaunted 
Tomahawk Chops which аге 
among the most potent weapons 
in the business. 

When the Chief opposed 
Japan’s Yoshino Sato, he stood 
face to face with the Nipponese 
who threw karate and judo chops 
to all parts of his body. He 
matched those chops with his 
own Tomahawk blows and in a 
furious attack the Jap was the 
first to retreat from the assault.

Promoter 
Pedro Martinez is doing 
phenomenal business in Buffalo, 
Rochester, Utica and Troy, N.Y., 
as well as Cleveland and Akron, 
Ohio. 

Toronto promoter Frank 
Tunney reports that all previous 
shows at Maple Leaf Garden is a 
sell-out. Johnny Rougeau 
recently drew $101,000 in 
Montreal. 

In Los Angeles, promoter 
Mike LaBelle is drawing huge 
crowds at the Olympic and the 
same is true of Roy Shire, who 
promotes at the Cow Palace in 
San Francisco. Jim Crockett in 
Charlotte, South Carolina and Ed 
Francis and Lord James Blears in 
Honolulu report capacity 
business and so it goes in every 
major city from coast to coast. 
This all points to outstanding 
attendance during 1973 and is a 
definate proof that wrestling 
continues to edge itself into the 
spotlight of the sports 
curriculum.

It was a give-and-take 
affair, with Rhodes using his 
elbow as an effective weapon, 
and Wahoo countering with 
tomahawk chops. Finally, Wahoo 
threw Rhodes into the ring post, 


which left Rhodes with an ugly 


gash that had him bleeding like a 
stuck pig. Wahoo then delivered 
a few more tomahawk chops to 
Rhodes and promptly threw him 
out of the ring, via the top rope. 
This meant а disqualification 
victory for Rhodes, but a large 
morally sound victory for 
McDaniel. 

Next, two of wrestling's most 
devastating blond bombers, Ray 
Stevens and Nick Bockwinkel, 
appeared to defend their AWA 
world tag championship against 
two very formidable opponents 
in the forms of Wilbur Snyder, 
and the popular Britisher, Billy 
Robinson. The match started out 
with Stevens and Bockwinkel 
using double teaming tactics to 
_ their advantage, with Bockwinkel 
~ pinning Snyder. Robinson rarely 
saw action during the first fall, 
and thus was raring to go when 
Snyder tagged off to him in the 
second fall. After completely 
out-wrestling both Bockwinkel 
and Stevens, Robinson pinned 
Stevens with a suplex. In the 
third fall, the action was some of 
the best ever seen by the author. 
All four went at it tooth and 
паі, with Robinson and Snyder 
. holding the edge. Robinson 
. delivered another suplex, this 


time to Bockwinkel. Robinson 
then picked up Bockwinkel's legs 
and did a somersault on top of 
him, still holding his legs, and 
then bridging for a sure pin. Or 
so it appeared. Stevens promptly 
climbed the ropes, and while the 
referee was arguing with Snyder, 
who tried to help Billy, Stevens 
jumped with his fists clenched 
together on the still bridging 
Robinson's stomach. Bockwinkel 
quickly got up and covered 
Robinson just in time for the 
referee to count out Robinson, 
thus prolonging the hated reign 
of Ray Stevens and Nick 
Bockwinkel. 

Verne Gagne then defended 
his AWA world belt against the 
man who beat Sammartino in the 
Garden, Ivan Koloff, the hated 
Russian, accompanied by his 
manager the Big “К”, Seconding 
Gagne was Chicago Tribune 
sports columnist David Condon, 
a good friend and strong 
supporter of Gagne. In the first 
fall Koloff came storming out 
like a bull. Using his superior 
strength, coupled with his illegal 
tactics, making short work of 
Gagne with his backbreaker. In 
the second fall, Gagne used his 
wrestling skills to his advantage, 
although Koloff kept him in an 
excruciating bearhug most of the 
time, with Gagne forced to resort 


This continued 
until Gagne came back with his 
perfected Sleeper hold to capture 
the second fall. In the third fall, 
Gagne completely out-wrestled 
Koloff, with Koloff trying to 
fight back from the effects of the 
sleeper. At the finish, Koloff 
caught Gagne in a bearhug, and 
brought Gagne over to his corner 
with the Big “‘K” was to forearm 
Gagne.

When 
I later asked Heenen for a 
comment about their match, he 
said in a barely audible voice, 
“What can I say?”

Lanza just 
glowered at Bruiser and Crusher 
after the match. It seems this will 
not be the final chapter in this 
feud.
